3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
thawing pieces of meat frozen in meat blocks of independent claim 1 defines over the 
prior art of record because the prior art does not teach, suggest, nor render obvious 
providing an apparatus for initial separation of the pieces frozen in the meat block 
before the meat block is placed in a rotating container, using the apparatus for applying 
pressure to the meat block (1 ) before the meat block is treated in the rotating container 
(7), for initiating a thawing of the meat block and a separation of the meat block (1 ) into 
individual pieces (2); placing the treated meat block and any separated individual pieces 
into the rotating container; and, rotating the container for completing the separation of
